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BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES IN 
IRELAND. 


‘THE annual report of the Registrar-General for Ireland for the 
year 1904, being the forty-first of the series, has now been 
publisned, and at first sight the light thrown on Ireland 
seems some what encouraging. 

Thus the birth-rate, 23 6 per 1,0oco, was 0.5 above the average 
of the preceding ten years, and the marriage-rate—5.22 per 
1,000 of estimated population—is 0.21 above the same average, 
while the death: rate—18.1 per 1,coo—is only o.; above that of 
the preceding decennial period. 

Very little satisfaction, however, can be derived ‘from the 
return, when the figures are examined in detail. Thus the 
estimated population in the middle of the year was 4 402,182, 
or 12,604 persons less than in the previous year. This is the 
outcome of emigration, which spelt a loss to the country of 
nearly 40,000 persons, and outweighed by more than one-third 
the natural increase of the population, or the excess of births 
over deaths. There may possibly be a small set-off in the 
shape of immigrant additions to the population, but of the 
number of these there is no record, and the same considera- 
tion would affect the estimates of all previous years as set 
forth in the tables of population supplied. These show, it 
may be remarked, that the estimated population of Ireland is 
less now than it was ten years ago by some 187,cco persons, 
while if the population in the middle of 1904 be compared 
with that estimated to exist in 1854, or half a century earlier, 
the total loss amounts to close upon two millions.

The total number of births registered during the year num- 
bered 103 811, the proportion between the two sexes being 
104.9 boys to every 100 girls. . 

It is to be noted that of these births only 2.5 out of every 
100 were illegitimate, a percentage which compares very 
favourably with that common in England, Wales, and 
Scotland. The distribution of the illegitimate children, 
moreover, is of interest, and probably not without signi- 
ficance. Thus, in Connaught only 07 per cent. of all the 
= births were illegitimate, as against 3 4 per cent. in 

js Tr. 

The highest birth-rate in any registration area was that of 
Dublin registration borough, 32.5, and the lowest that in 
Cavan County, 18 6 

The figures supplied as to the dates of the births afford 
material to the speculative. Thus we note that the average 
mumber of births on each day in the first half of the year 
exceeded those on each day in the second half of the year by 
21. The figures would appear to indicate that women in 
Ireland conceive more frequently between April and 
September than between September and March, or, in other 
words, during the warm rather than the cold months of the 
year. 

MARRIAGES, 

As has already been indicated, the ratio of marriages to the 
population exceeded that of the preceding ten years by about 
s per cent. Of all the marriages, 70 per cent. were between 
Roman Catholics, while the balance of some 6 ooo marriages 
included those of 8 Quaker couples and of 7 Jewish couples. 

In spite of this actual preponderance, marriages in the 
Roman Catholic community seem relatively less frequent 
than among persons of other denominations. Thus, for every 
1,000 persons among the estimated Roman Catholic popula- 
tion there were only 4.59 marriages during the year as against 
5-99 per 1,000 for the remainder. So far as the figures go this 
relative infrequency of marriage lends increased significance 
to the illegitimacy rates, and makes it all the more remark- 
able that the percentage of illegitimate children in Connaught 
should be so much lower than in Ulster. 

Of the total marriages, 88 9 per cent. were those of bachelors 
with spinsters, 66 9 per cent. those of spinsters with widowers, 
2.4 per cent. of bachelors with widows, and 1.8 per cent. of 
widowers with widows. In other words, 87 per cent, of all 
the bridegrooms were widowers, and 4.2 per cent. of the brides 
wer2 widows, while in 11 out of every 100 marriages, one or 
both of the contracting parties had been married before. 

The percentage of persons married under full age seems to 
have been very small when compared with corresponding per- 
centages in England and Seotland, and some light on the 
educational position of Ireland seems to be afforded by the 
fact that 89 en cent. of the husbands, and 92 per cent. of the 
wives, signed their names in the marriage registers, while the 
remainder simply made marks.

Small-pox.—From this disease only 16 deaths were recorded 
throughout the year, or 0.4 per 100,000 of the estimated é 
tion. Of these, 13 occurred in the province of Ulster, Ax for 
vaccination, of all the persons who died, 10 were stated never 
to have been vaccinated, while 4—all of them adults—haq 
been vaccinated in infancy. 

Measles.—The deaths from measles numbered 522, which 
corresponds to a rate of 12 per 100,000 of the estimated popula. 
tion. The great majority of the deaths were those of children 
under 5 years of age, and some 74 per cent. of all the deaths 
occurred in Dublin and Belfast. The total death-rate seems 
to be considerably less than the average of the preceding ten 
years, but presumably only because the epidemic cycle was 
for the time being on the ebb. 

Scarlet Fever—Some 47 per cent. of all the deaths were 
those of children under 5 years of age. The total number 
appears to be much under the average for the preceding ten 

ears. 
" Typhus.—The mortality from this disease has been steadily 
falling for the Jast thirty years in Ireland, as elsewhere, and 
the fall has continued during the last four years. The tota) 
number of deaths recorded in 1904 was 50, and this is the 
lowest which has hitherto been registered in Ireland, 

Influenza.—The deaths ascribed to this disease are equal to 
@ rate Of 27 per 100,000. , : 

Whooping-cough.—The death-rate in this case was 35 per 
100,0co, the rate amongst females slightly exceeding that 
amongst males. The rate exceeds the average for the pre- 
ceding decennial period by 9 per 100,000, but is below the 
highest record during that period. The figures seem to 
suggest that the epidemic cycle in this case is nearing its 
highest point. . : 

Diphtheria.—The number of deaths from diphtheria—317— 
was much below the average ; some 54 per cent. of the patients 
were children under 5 years of age, and more boys died than 

irls. 

. Enteric Fever.—The death-rate from this disease, 10.6 per 
100,000, was slightly lower than in 1903, and seems to have 
been dropping since 1898. Some 24 per cent. of the deaths 
were among persons at the 25 to 35 age period. Of all the 
deaths, 67 took place in Dublin, 115 in Belfast, and 47 in Cork, 
the = former cities accounting for 39 per cent. ot the-total 
deaths. 

Tuberculosis.—The aggregate death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis was 290 per 100,000 of the population, a figure 
which has only been equalled four times previously. ‘ 
disease, therefore, accounted for 16 per cent. of all thedeaths 
recorded. In 77 per cent. of the cases the form of the disease 
was phthisis.

Malgnant Disease.—The deaths returned as due ‘to car:

CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 


A meetina of the Central Midwives Board was held on 
December 14th at 6, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, with Dr. 
F, H. Coampneys in the chair. 


Midwives to be Cited to Appear before the Board. 

On the report of Dr. Thresh, County Medical Officer for 
Essex, communicating to the Board the finding by the locai 
supervising authorities of a prima facie case of negligence 
and. misconduct against a certified midwife, it was decided 
that she should be cited to appear before the board. 

A letter from Dr. Read, M.O.H. Worcester, was received 
reporting that a certified midwife had been in January, 1905, 
convicted of larceny, and was on October 27th, 1905, convicted 
and fiued for having failed to notify the local supervising 
authority of her intention to practise as a midwife. The Board 
directed that the midwife should be cited to appear. 

A letter from the Clerk of the County Council of Durham 
reporting the finding by the local supervising authority of a 
prima facie case of negligence and misconduct against a 
certified midwife was received, and it was determined that 
the midwiie should be cited to appear. 

The Clerk of the Staffordshire County Council reported the 
suspension from practice of a certified midwife on account of 
her connexion with a case of puerperal fever. The Board 
resolved that the midwife should be cited to appear. 


Proposed Suggestions for the Guidance of the Medical Advisers 

of tne Local Supervising Authorities. ‘ 

The agenda paper contained the following motion by 
Mr. Ward Uousins, but in consequence of that gentleman not 
being present at the meeting the matter was postponed : 

That the accompanying form of suggestions for the guidance of the 
Medical advisers of the local supervising authorities respecting the 
duties of inspectors appointed to exercise general superintendence, be 
approved and issued to the local supervising authorities: 

1. The inspector should obtain a personal knowledge of the 


midwives practising within -the area, and should regularly inspect’ 


their homes, so as to insure the practice of domestic cleanliness 
and attention to sanitary details in their clothing and appliances. 
2. She must strictly investigate the antiseptic precautions taken 





by the midwives to prevent the entrance of infectious diseases 
into the lying-in room; aud also the facilities for the disinfection 
of the women and their clothing after exposure to any puerperal 
disorder. 

3. She should be always ready to give assistance to the midwives 
in the discharge of their duties, and to explain to the untrained 
women on the local roll their obligations and responsibilities as 
certified midwives practising under the regulations and restrictions 
of the Midwives Act of 1902. 

4. She must inspect the books which have to be kept by the mid- 
wives, containing full particulars of their cases, for the purpose of 
helping them in making the necessary entries, and completing the 
records with regularity, so that they may be always ready to be 
submitted to the medical adviser of the local authority. 

5. She will be expected to aid in maintaining a correct local roll, 
and also to report to the local supervising authority, without delay, 
any charge of inattention, misconduct, or malpractice on the part 
of the midwife.

seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 

and 5,076 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturomie 
December 16th. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which hag 
been 17.9, 16.7, and 16.1 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, ros 
again last week to 17.0 per 1,ooo. The rates in the several towns ran ~< 
from 9.0 in Burton-on-Trent and in King’s Norton, 9.3 in Hornsey ee 
Bournemouth, 9.9 in St. Helens, 10.2 in Croydon, and 107 in Reading Le 
in Tynemouth, to 20.2 in Tottenham, 20.7 in Middlesbrough, 208 in 
Bootle, 21 « in Liverpool, 21.2 in Halifax, 226 in Hanley, and 27.0 iD 
Preston. In London the rate of mortality was 19.2 per 1 ooo. while it 
averaged 16.0 per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns. The death. 
rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 1.3 per 1,coo in the 
seventy-six large towns ; in London this death-rate was equal to x 5 per 
1,000, While in the seventy-five other large towns the rates ranged 
upwards to 2.3 in Bristol and in West Bromwich, 2.4 in Birmingham 
2.5 in Hootle and in Leeds, 2.7 in Blackburn, 3.1 in Wolverhampton’ 
32 4in Middlesbrough, and 59 in Preston. Measles caused a death-rate 
of 15 in Bristol, 16 in Leeds, 17 in sarrow-in-Furnesg, 20 ip 
Blackourn, and ; 4 in Preston; scarlet fever of 1.2 in St. Helens: 
diphtheria of 1.2 in Rochdale ; whooping-cough of 1 3 in Gateshead; 1, 
in Devonport, 1.5in West Bromwich and in Warrington, and 2.< in Bootle- 
and diarrhoea of 1.2 in Cardiff, 1 3in Reading, and 2.1 in Middlesbrough. 
The mortality from ‘‘fever” snowed no marked excess in anv of the] 
towns. No fatal case of small-pox was registered last week in any of the 
large towns, and no small-pox patients were under treatment during the 
week in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. The number of scarlet 
fever patients in these hospitals and in the London Fever Hospital, 
which had been 4,127, 4,021, and 3,888 at the end of the three preceding 
weeks, had further declined to 3,670 at the end of last week; 341 new 
cases were admitted during the week, against 470, 375, and 355 in the 
three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DuBinG the week ending Saturday last, December 16th, 952 births and 609 
deaths were registered in eight of the priucipal Scowh towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 21.9, 18.7, and 19.9 
in the three preceding weeks, declined again to 18.2 per 1,000 last week, 
but was 1.2 per 1,cco above the mean rate during the same period in the 
seventy-six large English towns. Among these Scotch towns the death- 
rates ranged from 141 in Leith and 156 in Aberdeen to 21.0 in Dundee 
and 23 8in Greenock. The death-rate from the principal infectious dis- 
eases averaged 1.9 per 1.coo in these towns, the highest rates being 
recorded in Dundee and Greenock. The 236 deaths registered in Glasgow 
jucluded 15 which were referred to measles, 2 to whooping-cough, and to 
diarrhoea. Eleven deaths from measles occurred in Dundee ; 4 from diar- 
rhoea in Aberdeen, 2 from diarrhoea in Paisiey, and 3 from measles and 3 
from scarlet fever in Greenock.

HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 
During the week ending Saturday, Vecember 16th, 506 births and 334 
deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns as against 
471 births and 360 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate 
in these towns, which had been 20.6, 19 9,and 18.6 per s,oco in the three 
preceding weeks, fell to 17.4 per1,coo in the week under notice, this figure 
heing o.4 per 1,coo higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six 
Eoglish towns for’ the corresponding period. The figures ranged from 
87 in Londonderry and 97 1n Waterford to 23.3 in Cork and 246 in 
Limerick. The zymotic death-rate during the same period and in the same 
six Irish towns averaged 07 per 1,0co, OF o 2 per 1,000 lower than during 
thevreceding period, the highest figure—1 4—being recorded in Limerick, 
while Cork and Waterford rezistered no deaths under this heading at all. 
There were 3 deaths from typhus fever recorded in Sligo.
